This communication is an Examiner's reasons for allowance in response to 
application filed on 02/14/2002, assigned serial 10/075,208 and titled "Method for 
Transmitting Location Information on a Digital Map, Apparatus for Implementing the 
Method, and Traffic Information Provision/Reception System." 

The amendment submitted with request for continued examination has been fully 
considered and entered. 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: j; 

The prior art closest to the subject matter of claims 1,4,10, and 1 7 are the

references of Hubschneider et al. and Ito et al. Hubschneider et al. disclose a typical 
navigation system that receives route information from a central unit, wherein the traffic 
data between the current location of the vehicle and the destination are transmitted from 
the control unit to the vehicle unit. And said vehicle navigation device disclosed by 
Hubschneider et al is designed for navigating a vehicle from a current location to a 
specified destination. The reference to Ito et al. directs to a communication navigation 
system for guiding users from a location to a destination by sending the request to a 
information center where the guidance data is prepared and is transmitted to the 
navigation apparatus, by comparing the version data received from the navigation 
device and the version data of each road link along the recommended route. After 
carefully examining the art rejection and updated prior art, the examiner has recognized 
that neither Hubschneider et al. nor Ito et al. teaches or fairly suggests the features as

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claimed in said claims. Therefore, claims 1 and 4 are set in a condition for allowance as 
well as claims 2, 3, and 5-9, 1 1 -1 6, and 1 8.
